” HAT the Wooll of this Nation, 
having been. always a Staple 
Commodity.ot the highctt Import 
to the PublickWelfare.(the Foun- 

| dation of our Foreign Trade cm- 
ploying Multitudes of Men, Women, and 
Children, in the Manufacturing thercot) 
Is Preſervation hath been the Continual 
Care of Parliaments. 

THAT the Exportation of Wooll, being 
of Pernicious Conſequence to England, has 
therefore been. Prohtbited under the Seve- 
reſt Penalties. 

THAT hitherto all Laws made to that 
ood Intent, have prov'd Ineftectual ; ſo 
that the Clandeſtine I thereof, is 
ſtill Practis'd : And, ſeeing it is more for 
the Glory of Government, by Eftectual Re- 
medies, to prevent Miſchict, than, by Se- 
rexe Penalties, to puniſh it after it 15 com-

Submitted to the Wiſdom of Parliament ; 


whereby the Exportation of Wooll may be 


wholly Prevented, and other Convenien- 
cics and Advantages accrue thereby to the 
Woollen ManufaGury.

THAT the faid Corporation ſhall be 
Authorized and Impowered to raiſe, by 
Subſcription, a competent Sum of Money, 
to accomodate all Perſons, as well Owh- 
ers, as Cloathiers and Manufactorers,with 
Moucy and Credit at reaſonable Interelt, 
upon Security of all ſuch Goods as ſhall be 
brought to the Staple, till the ſame can be 
diſpoſed of to Advantage z and may —_ 
the ſame for Payment of any Debt ; for 
which the Staple ſhall be Reſponlible to 
the Aſſignees, when Sold, as to the Origl- 
nal Owner: for which Purpoſe, the ſaid 
Sum ſubſcribed ſhall be diſtributed or de- 
poſited in the Szaphyor Head Town of cach 
County, vViZ.

T HE Wooll of cach County. gathered 
into one Staple, will become a general 
Mzgazine, or Store-houſe, whence the 
reſp:Aive Pariſhes, in each County, may 
be ftored with Stock and Materials, to ſet 
their Poor on Work, and to keep them in 
conſtant and full Employment, on cafe 
Terms ; and ſo they will become Profita- 
ble to the Nation, that now are Uſeleſs and 
2 Burden ; the Poor Tax bcing appropri- 
ated for that Parpoſe ; the Staples to be 
Paid off an1 Diſcharged ; the Credit gi- 
ven, as the ſaid Tax, {haſl be brought in 
an4 Colleded : By which Means, all the 
I/oo!l in England and Treland, will be from 


J time to time Sold, and Annually Worked 


up.and Maifacuured, to the Recovery of 
our Wolten-Teare at Foreign Markets, and

ly ; whereby the Poor of other Countries 
re Employed and Maintaincd,to the Neg- 
Ic& of our own, very much to the Weak- 


Muing and Impoveriſhing the Nation. 


AND, for the greater Imployment 
nd Conſumption of I/o2ll, That all Footl- 
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Cake, for the Future, be made of Yooll.jin- 
ſtead of Canvas, which are above a Hun- 
dcd Thouſand Sacks; as the Spaniſh Mer- 
chants do import theirs Hither. 
_ THAT all 7ters, Wrappers, or Cover- 
ings tor Woollen Manuf afures, and other 
Commodities, Exported andCarrycd from 
Place to Place, may be made of Woll, in- 
ſtead of Canvas and Bickeram ;, which will 
work up our Lambs IYo2ll, not permitted 
to be mixt with Cloath, and would alone 
Imploy above Sixty Thouſand Families. 
THAT the Poor, Tnhabiting in their 
reſpective Pariſhes, be Imployed at their 
own Dwellings; who are to receive out 
of the ſaid Stores and Mag azines, by the 
Hands of the Church-rpardens,and Overſeers 
tor the Poor,Stock for that Purpoſe z Never- 
thelefs, it will be neceſſary, that the Nation 
be dividcd into a 100 Precin&s.for the Plan- 
ting of ſo many Colonies,One or Two in each 
Cornty; where ſhould be Built, after the 
belt Model, an Hoſpital or Colledge in every 
County, for the Reception and Entertain- 
ment of Poor Children, of both Sexcs,Males 
and Females, to be taken in.at or about the 
Age of SevenYcars to Fourteen, who ſhould 
be well and RetigiouſlyEducated,and Inu- 
red to Labour and Induſtry : And that 
one Fifth Part of the Parochial Stock, in 
each County, be ſet apart and apply'd for 
his, or ſome ſuch Uſe , which may well 
cnough be done by the Stock of ſo may 
Pariſhes Unitcd in the ſame County , whic 
cannot be done by any One Pariſh alone: 
And, till this can be done, there are Towns 
in many Parts of England, and Wales, 


. where are Houſes Untcnintcd.to be had on 


eafy Terms, that may ſerve as well for 
the preſent, as, viz. Ipſwich, Samndwich,South- 
ampton, &c. which are much Deſerted by 
the Inhabitants,by reaſon of the great Dc- 
Cay of Trade in thoſe Parts. 

THE Employment of the People. in the 
aid Coloxies, ſhould confitt in. the Tiling, 
Planting, and Enclofing of Wait-Grounds, 
and Derelique Lands, to be obtain'd from 
the Crown, where they are not already 
Granted away ; and to be Coniirm'd by 
A@ of Parliament : wherein Care mult be 
taken to turn them to ſuch Employment, 
as inay no ways hinder the ——_— of 
OUNcr 


other Manur'd Lands, or lower the Farms 
and Kents of the Landed Men and Free- 
Holders ; as'the Sowing of Hemp, Flax, &c. 
The Females to be Employcd in the Spin- 
ning of Yooll, Flax,and Hemp ; the Making 
of Bone-Lace and Netts, &c. "The Males, m 
the Making of Twine, Cordage, Cabling, 
Sail-Cloth, and other Uſctul Trades, as in 
Shipping ; eſpecially ſuch Crafts.as are pro- 
per 4% | fit tor the Commencing and Car- 
rying, on the Fiſhing-Trade upon our own 
Coalt. New-Fonund-Land, (now in a man=- 
ner loſt to the French. &c.) which alone, 
if Enacted, and Encouraged , would 
bring in to the Nation, by the Product of 
Our Fiſhing-Trade, within a few Years, at 
leaſt, Seven or Eight Millions per Annum, 
THAT One Male, and One Feniale, drawn 
out of each Pariſh Annually, and ſent to 
the ſaid Cofonies, will make Ten Thouſand 
Males, and as many Females per Annum : 
During the Firſt Three Tears, they ſhould 
be Taught to Read, Write, and Arithmetick, 
well, at ſpare Hours, and be Employ*d the 
Reſt of the Day, as atere-ſaid z which 1s 
much better. than to be continually Poring 
on their Books : The Forth Tear. {tuch of the 
Firſt Claſs.of both Sexes.as are Forrrteen Y cars 
of Agc, or upwards, to be Drawn out, and 
Diſpos'd of; The Males to Sea, or ſuch 
Trades as depcnd on it ;. ihe Females may 
bc Diſpos'd of into Good Families, in each 
Coty, amonght the Gentry, and Bettcy Sort ; 
and fo, Communibius annts : who, by their 
Education in theſe Colledges, will be bet- 
ter quality*d to Serve; and conſequenrly, 
be ſought for by many : But arc to be {t1]] 
Retainers to the {aid Cologits and Colledges. 
till They are Diſpos'd ofin Marriage ; And 
the Males, till They arrive to the Age of 
Trventy-Two Years: So that, within a few
